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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. Applicants arguments, see page 10, filed 22 December 2005, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) 1, 17-21 under 35 USC§102 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of DE , 866 in view of Kenneally 
et al. (US Pat. 6,965,043). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art 
are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-8, 10, 14-21 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
DE'866 (translated) in view of Kenneally et al. (US Pat. 6,965,043). 

DE'866 teaches the preparation of light colored fatty acid polyol esters wherein 
transesterification takes place between a fatty acid esters and polyol (glycerin) in the 
presence of a catalyst and borohydride. The resulting Lovibond bond color is of less than 10, 
a reaction temperature ranging from 80 to 260°C, applicable catalyst and reducing agents are 
listed in sections [0010] & [0009]. 
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The claims differ from the reference by not citing the source of the fatty acid esters, 
their preparation. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
that the invention was made to modify the process disclosed in DE'866 to incorporate these 
modifications. US 043 discloses that fatty acid ester con be prepared from vegetable oils and 
distilled after being produced. 

Therefore in view of the art cited supra, the instant invention is rendered obvious.
